Elba School Board approves $3.7 million budget 


The Elba City Board of Educa- 
tion met in special session on Tucs- 
day, Sept.26, and adopted a $3.7 
million budget for the 1989-90 fis- 
cal year. 

The budget is less than last 
year's budget, which topped the $4 
million mark; however, Supt. La- 
mar Foley called the budget "work- 
able and adequate for the needs of 
the system.” 


"Last year's budget was slightly 
over $4 million," stated Foley, "but 
it included some one time capital 
outlay money from the state and 
conditional appropriations. This 
year's budget could use more funds 
for capital outlay, especially in the 
maintenance of the buildings, but 
the funds just are not available at 
this time. The state is discussing 
bond issues of various amounts and 


Cheerleading activities discussed 


School boards across the state 
have been discussing cheerleading 
activities during recent months and 
at last week's meeting of the Elba 
City Board of Education, Supt. La- 
mar Foley passed out a suggested 
activities policy that is expected to 
be discussed tonight (Thursday) at 
the board's regularly scheduled 
meeting. 

The sudden interest in cheer- 
leading activities resulted from an 
accident in Mobile last year that 
left a high school cheerleader para- 
lyzed and resulted in a $2 damage 
‘settlement. 

The policy given to the board 
members last week was adopted 
upon the recommendation of the 
Alabama Association of School 
Boards legal advisors and has been 
sent to all school boards across the 
State. 

The policy recommended by the 
state association is more restrictive 
than the guidelines adopted earlier 
this summer by the Central Board 
of the Alabama High School Ath- 
Ietic Association, which allows 
such stunts as pyramids and basket 
tosses. 

~ "It is clear that we have to do 
something in the area of cheerlead- 
ing,” said Supt. Foley, "and while 
we as school officials hate to do 
anything to take away from the 
skills of the cheerleaders, we have 
no choice. I gave the board mem- 
bers the recommended policy last 
week and we will discuss the policy 
and adopt a formal policy of our 
own," 

The following procedures were 
suggested in the policy given to the 
hoard members: 

(1) Each cheerleading squad is 
to be placed-under the direction of 
a certified employee. This employ- 
ee will serve as the coach or spon- 
sor of each squad. 

. (2) Each cheerleader sponsor or 
coach must be in attendance and 
must actively direct all cheerlead- 
ing squad functions, practices and 
performances. 

(3) Use of mini-trampolines, 
springboards or any height increas- 
ing apparatus by cheerleaders is 
prohibited. 

(4) Prior to trying our for mem- 
bership on a cheerleading squad, 
each student must present evidence 
from a properly licensed physician 
that the student is in appropriate 
cardiovascular condition to partici- 

ate in cheerleading activities, 

(5) Each cheerleading sponsor 
or. coach should maintain a low- 
impact aerobic conditioning pro- 


grant for the cheerleading squad for 
which they are responsible. 

(6) Aerobic warm-up and 
stretching exercises, under the di- 
rection of the sponsor, should pre- 
cede all practices and performanc- 
es. 
(7) No student will be required 
to perform any particular stunt 
while attempting to qualify for 
membership on a_ cheerleading 
squad. 

(8) All students trying out for 
and participating in cheerleading 
squad activities must be insured un- 
der a catastrophic student accident 
policy. 

(9) And, one of the following, 
(A) cheerleading stunts are limited 
to those types of activities which 
involve only a student jumping

County Board adopts 


_ The Coffee County Board of Ed- 
ucation met in special session on 
Friday afternoon, Sept.29, and 
adopted an $8.6 million budget for 
the upcoming 1989-90 fiscal year. 

Mrs. Glenda Glass, custodian of 
funds for the school board, told the 
board members present that "The 
county school board is in sound fi- 
nancial condition, the best in 
years." 

Mrs. Glass told the members 
that while it was able to accomplish 
a great deal during the past year, it 
did so wisely and was beginning 
the fiscal year in good financial 
shape. 

A review of the new budget re- 
vealed projected revenue of $7.2 
million, with planned expenditures 
of $8.6 million. 

"It appears that there aren't 
enough funds to cover the planned 
expenditures," stated Mrs. Glass, 
"however, the school system began 
the fiscal year with over $2 million 
on hand due to the bond issue, and 
when added, more than balances 
out the figures. When you consider 
that the Coffee County schools will 
have a budget of $8.6 million you 
realize quickly that the county 
schools are a big business in Coffee 
County!" z 

Supt. of Education Clayton 
Bryant told the board members that 
"This year's budget is about $2 mil- 
lion higher than usual because of 


if these come through, maybe we'll 
get additional funds we can use for 
capital outlay.” 

The budget, which totalled 
$3,775,117, did not include pay 
raises for any system employees 
and Supt. Foley reported that from 
the $3.7 million budget, almost six- 
ty-four percent goes to salaries. 

The budget showed expected 
revenues of $3,866, 106.17, with the 
funds coming from the State 
($2,740,927), federal ($405,363) 
and local sources ($520,326). 

Other sources of funding to- 
talled $199,490.17. 

The expenses for the year in- 
cluded $1,970,268.87 in instruc- 
tional services, $263,859 in instruc- 
tional support, $236,859 in 
operation and maintenance, 
$434,310.13 in auxiliary services, 
$599,746.72 in fixed charges and 
$133,642 in general administrative 
and cent, support. 

In other action at Tuesday's 
meeting, the board voted to pur- 
chase a new 72 passenger school 
bus at a cost of $39,807.35. 

The bus will be a diesel and will 
replace a 1980 bus, which is the 
oldest bus now on a route. The 
school system leased four new bus- 
es and one handicapped bus a year 
ago. 

The board also approved a field

method used in selecting police chief 


The New Brockton City Council 
met on Monday night, Oct.2, in 
front of a standing-room only 
crowd and after a heated discussion 
and a fifty-five minute executive 
session voted 3-2 to employ Rich- 
ard Nichols as the city's new police 
chief. 

Mayor Jim Driskell told the 
members of the council that the city 
had received three applications for 
the position of chief of police and 
stated "I have reviewed all three ap- 
plicants and would be happy with 
any of the three." 

Councilman Laymon_ Tindol 
made a motion that Richard Nich- 
ols, an officer on the New Brockton 
Police Department, be named chief 
and the motion was seconded by 
Ralph Medley; however, when the 
motion was opened for discussion 
Britt Lee declared "This is not what 
we agreed upon!" 

"We agreed that anytime we 
hired somebody we would adver- 
tise in the papers, come together as 
a group to review the applicants 
and determine which one we 
thought was best for the job," said 
Lee. "We have not done any of that 
except advertise and the get the ap- 
plications in.” 

When Mayor Driskell asked Lee 
if he had reviewed the application, 
Lee reported he had, but again stat- 
ed "I came before the deadline was 
up, but we didn't say we'd re- 
view'em one at a time." 

Councilman Charles Cole stated 
"T agree with Mr. Lee, that is exact- 


‘ly what we said. We said we were 


coming together as a group and go 
over the applications." 

Mayor Driskell told the council 
members that the applications were 
available and Cole said "I want to 
review the applications." 

"T would like for the qualifica- 
tions and certifications of each ap- 
plication to be read by the cily 
clerk," added Cole. "I want the 
iraining and everything to be read 
to the council." 

After councilman Tindol stated 
he had read the applications, Cole 
repeated his earlier request for the 
city clerk to read the applications 
and then turned to Tindol and stat- 
ed "Well, if you read'em, will you 
please discuss the qualifications of 
each one.” 

"We said we were going to dis- 
cuss them together," repeated Cole, 
"and we want to review them to- 
gether. Not you and the mayor get 
together and pick who you want!" 

Councilman Lee asked the may- 
or about the decision to run a 
"background check" on the appli- 
cants and stated he had not seen the 
results of the check. 

"You can discuss all you want," 
said Mayor Driskell, "you can ask 
any questions you want. I believe 
all the applicants are here. I don't 
know what you're trying to do." 

"I'm trying to understand the 
qualifications and certifications of 
each applicant, that's what I'm try- 
ing to do," answered Cole. "You 
know what I want. It's not a matter 
of you not knowing what | want.” 

"They are all qualified,” said 
Lee, "but which is the best quali- 
fied according to the applications." 

"We just had a motion made and 
second made," said Driskell, 
prompting Lee to ask "Is that per- 
son according to his application the 
best qualified?’ 

The question that drew a "yes" 
from the mayor, which then drew a 
response of "That's not right" from 
Lee. 
"I would still like to discuss the 
applicants," said Cole, "I've asked 
and asked and asked for the city 
clerk and the police commissioner 
to discuss the applications and no- 
body has said anything.” 

“It's my opinion that officer 
Nichols is the best man for the 
job," repeated Tindol. 

"We're not arguing,” said Cole, 
"we're just asking you to do some- 
thing that you said we would do 
Mr. Mayor and you did not do it!” 

"IT said we would hire a police 
chief tonight over a month and a 
half ago," said Driskell, “that we 
would take applications until 
Sept.22 and they've been here ever 
since. If you had wanted to see’em 
you could have seen'em." 

Mr. Lee then made a motion that 
the council go into executive ses- 


sion, a motion that was seconded 
by Cole. 

After a fifty-five minute execu- 
tive session the council returned to 
the meeting and the vote to employ 
Nichols passed 3-2, with Medley, 
Tindol and W.C, Goodson voting 
for the motion and Cole and Lee 
voting against the employment. 

The sale of surplus city property 
also drew a response from Lee, 
who asked why bids were not taken 
on four tires that were taken off a 
patrol car and sold to an individual 
for-$120. 

"The tires cost the city over 
$300," said Lee, "and we could 
have sold them for more than $120. 
The tires had less than 5,000 miles 
of wear and I ‘wish more people had 
known about the sale of the tires so 
the city could have received a bet- 
ter price.” 

Mayor Driskell agreed the tires 
were in good condition and assured 
Lee that the city did the best it 
could and got as much as possible 
when selling surplus items. 

A representative of the New 
Brockton Fire Department asked 
the mayor why he had sent letters 
to two members of the fire depart- 
ment notifying the members that 
they had been suspended, 

The by-laws of the department, 
according to one of the members 
present, clearly stated that the de- 
partment's board of directors would 
take disciplinary action when need- 
ed, and asked the mayor if he had 
the authority to suspend the mem- 
bers. 

Mayor Driskell told the mem- 
bers of the fire department that in 
his opinion he did have the authori- 
ty to take the action and told the 
members that he would discuss the 
matter in private and that until such 
time the two members would re-

main on suspension. 

"If I am wrong I will ask the 
board of directors to take the same 
action that I did," added Driskell. 

The appointment of councilmen 
as various department heads appar- 
ently went smooth, until council- 
man Lee told the mayor after the 
meeting that he would not accept 
the position as head of the Street 
Department. 

‘With my job I simply don't 
have the time it would take to prop- 
erly serve the needs of the citizens 
of New rockton in the position,” 
stated Lee. "I was able to work 
with the Fire Department while 
serving with it, but only by meeting 
at night. This appointment to the 
Street Department is one I cannot 
accept." 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the council: 

***aorced to use $1,000 left in 
the recreation fund to pay a portion 
of the cost for repairs of lights at 
the ballfield; 

***anpointed Medley to serve 
as Police Commissioner, Tindol as 
Fire Dept. Commissioner, Cole as 
Recreation Director, Lee as Street 
Dept. Superintendent and Goodson 
as Mayor Pro-Tem; 

***anproved a salary for the 
new police chief, with a conditional 
30-day raise and a 60-day perma- 
nent salary; 

***anproved the city budget in 
the amount of $503,930; 

***aoreed to help pay for re- 
pairs on the fire truck; 

***was presented a sketch of an 
old building in the city by Bernie 
Mack Bowden; 

*kand, presented certificates to 
three members of the fire depart- 
ment for completion of their certifi-

NEW LANDFILL COSTS 


Garbage dumping rates increase in county 


City and county officials from 
across Coffee County gathered on 
Thursday night, Sept.28, in New 
Brockton to discuss pending chang- 
es at the county's landfill and heard 
county engineer Mark Pool report 
that effective October 1 the county 
would increase its rate for handling 
household garbage to $4 per cubic 
yard. 

Pool told the officials present 
that the cost of operating. the land- 
fill had increased due to recent fed- 
eral regulations and stated the 
county would soon be forced to 
close its existing landfill and pur- 
chase land for a new landfill site. 

The county engineer, who over- 
sees the operation of the landfill, 
reported that the county would 
have six to eighteen months to 
come into compliance with federal 
guidelines and would close the ex- 
isting landfill and open a new land- 
fill, at site yet undetermined. 

According to date prepared by 
the county engineer, the landfill 
handled a total of 49,388 cubic 
yards of garbage during the past 
year, while the cost of dumping 
ranged from $2.44 per cubic yard 
for Enterprise to $1.10 per cubic 
yard for Kinston. 

Under the new pay scale, gar- 
bage costs would rise for all cities 
in the county and generate an addi- 
tional $64,000 in revenue for the 
county. 

In Enterprise the garbage cost 
would rise from $77,688 annually 


to $127,560, while in Elba the in- 
crease would raise garbage costs 
from $18,397 to $39,472. New 
Brockton's rate would increase 
from $1,304 to $4,392, while Kins- 
ton's garbage bill would go up from 
$378 to $1,368. 

"I didn't have a chance to view 
the county's figures until I arrived 
at the meeting,” stated Elba's May- 
or Fred Moore, “and I will not ac- 
cept the figures until I have an op- 
portunity to talk with our garbage 
contractor. The figures hit me out 
of the clear blue, as did the price in- 
crease, and at the meeting there 
was nothing any of us could do." 

"I have a meeting set up with 
Scientific Industries to discuss the 
exact amount of garbage the city 
dumps in the landfill," added May- 
or Moore, "and we'll also discuss 
how much garbage the trucks hold. 
The county will charge the cities 
for a full load of garbage, even if 
the truck is half empty, and we've 
got to be able to dump only when 
the trucks are loaded." 

"T realize the county faces feder- 
al regulations and must comply 
with the deadlines handed down," 
said Mayor Moore, "but I'm not so 
sure we have to accept these figures 
as final. I promise the citizens of 
Elba that I will do everything possi- 
ble to continue the services they 
now receive without an increase in 
cost. It may not be possible, but I'll 
do everything humanly possible!"

Dear Sir: 

The following is a letter I sent to 
our senators and congressmen in 
Washington: 

"I wish to strongly protest some 
recent proposals by Congress to 


supposedly ‘appease’ us ‘greedy 
seniors.’ The attitude that we are all 
‘affluent’ and just don't understand a 
good thing absolutely appalls me. 

"And I am disturbed about the 
Medicare Catastrophic Surtax that 
40 percent of us must pay! First of 
all, | am most upset that this tax has 
been levied on those of us who are 
65 and older who worked hard all 
of our lives and saved what we 
could. 

"Now we have been penalized 
by having to pay a tax on top of a 
tax for something we didn't even 
want, which duplicates what some 
of us already had. And makes sen- 
iors the highest taxed group in the 
nation. 

"And reducing the surtax per 
centage - even cutting it in half - 
doesn't alter the fact that it is a sur- 
tax, and it is still only paid by about 
40 percent of the elderly. And, no 
matter what you do now, the per- 
centage will grow and grow. It will 
still be a discriminatory tax. Also, 
increasing the Part B premium 
hurts those elderly who can least af- 
ford to pay any more than what 
they are already paying. 

"The opinion that some people 
in Congress have - that we are 
wealthy and greedy - just isn't so. 
And the attitude exhibited by many 
that we don't understand the tax, 
and that we are really getting a bar- 
gain, also is not so. 

"Many of us already had private 
insurance to cover what Medicare 
did not cover. We did not have, and 
still do not have, any protection 
against the high cost of nursing 
home care. This is what we expect- 
ed ‘catastrophic’ would be. 

"I find all of these proposals un- 
acceptable. I certainly feel that de- 
laying the surtax and Part B catas- 
trophic coverage for one year 
would be a much more reasonable 
thing to do. I do not feel that 
enough thought has been given to

bly financing the program, 

"I, for one, feel that Congress 
made a mistake, and it should be 
corrected, Everyone gets older and 
uses Medicare eventually, and 
spreading the cost over all taxpay- 
ers is one suggestion that makes 
good sense. After all, Medicare is 
part of the Social Security that we 
all pay for through FICA and gen- 
eral revenue. 

"My personal opinion is that you 
should go back to the drawing 
board and start over again. If you 
want to do something worthwhile, 
find some way to include nursing 
home coverage, and a more equita- 
ble way to finance the program, 
Just taking a certain portion of the 
elderly won't do it.

New TV Network 
May Enter 
Classroom 


If the Elba City Board of Educa- 
tion gives its approval to a pro- 
posed nationwide communications 
system, all students at Elba High 
School may soon be watching a 
daily 12-minute news program that 
will keep the students informed on 
events across the globe, 

The system, entitled "Channel 
One," grew out of an idea by a 
schoolteacher who had the idea 
that bringing a daily news program 
to school would greatly benefit the 
total education process. 

If the school board approves the 
plan, the sponsors of the service 
will place a television set in every 
classroom at the school, as well as 
two sophisticated recording sys- 
tems and a satellite dish. The 12- 
minute news program would be 
beamed to the school daily over the 
satellite system, as well as five- 


hours of commercial free televi-' 


sion, 

The school would enter an 
agreement to televise the 12-minute 
news program each day, while the 
additional programming would be 
an added service to the schools, to 
be used as needed, 

The 12-minute news program 
would include two-minutes of com- 
mercials, in four  thirty-second 
spots. 

The nationwide cost of the ser- 
vice is estimated at $200 million 
annually, with the cost estimated at 
over $50,000 per school. 

"| have studied the proposal and 
believe that it would be beneficial 
to our student body at Elba High 
School," stated Supt. Lamar Foley. 
"It would make the students aware 
of worldwide events on a daily ba- 
sis and possible give the students 
something to discuss during the 
day. The two-minuies of commer- 
cials do cause some problems at 
some of the schools; however, we 
are all bombarded by commercials 
every day of our lives and these 
commercials would be closely 
screened, I am in favor of the pro- 
gram and feel the benefits would be 
tremendous."

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HAVE WE MISUNDERSTOOD 
THE SUPREME COURT JUS- 
TICES' RULING ABOUT 
PRAYER? 

You may have heard the story 
about the outlaw who crossed the 
border and robbed a bank in south 
Texas. The American sheriff who 
captured him could not understand 
the outlaw's foreign language - SO 
he got an interpreter who under- 
stood both languages to be a go- 
between. 

The peak of the story occurred 
when the sheriff asked the outlaw, 
through the interpreter, where he 
hid the stolen money. The outlaw 
gave a detailed description of the 


‘whereabouts of the hidden mone 


Then the interpreter said, "Sheriff, 
this outlaw is a brave man.” 

The sheriff asked, "Why do you 
say that?" The interpreter said, "He 
said he would rather be hanged 
right now than to tell you where the 
money is hidden." 

The point I am making with this 
story is the fact that misunderstand- 
ing may carry major consequences. 

I am convinced there has been 
much misunderstanding of the Su- 

reme Court Justices’ ruling regard- 
ing prayer at ball games. Some of 
the comments I have heard people 
make are, "We are no longer per- 
mitted to have prayer before foot- 
ball games." "The federal govern- 
ment and Supreme Court have 
banned prayer at football games." 
And, "They have removed prayer 
from the football game.” 

These statements reveal the 
widespread misunderstanding of 
the ruling given by the Justices of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States of America. 

I am glad I did not have the re- 
sponsibility the Supreme Court Jus- 
tices had - to interpret the Constitu- 
tion of the United States of 
America (which grants religious 
liberty) in such a way that would 

rant religious freedom to everyone 
in a public gathering. I honestly be- 
lieve that is what they were trying 
to do through their recent ruling. 
They were trying to give freedom 
to everybody rather than take any- 
thing away from us. 

As 1 understand it, the ruling 
handed out by the Supreme Court 
Justices stated, "No prayer over the 
public address sysstem." Thus, as I. 
interpret their decision, they did not, 
ban prayer. Each of us can still pray 
during the "moment of silence" 
which is being provided. 


An old communication formula’ 
expresses the way many seem to 
have responded to the ruling of the 
Supreme Court Justices - - "I know

The Elba Tigers took their much anticipated trip to Niceville last Friday 
night to battle Florida's second-ranked Niceville Eagles and found the trip 
anything but nice as they got drenched by a steady downpour and came 
out on the short end of a lopsided 31-0 score. 

The Tigers knew going into the battle that Niceville had one of the top 
teams in the state of Florida, in any class, and it would take an outstanding 
effort to pull off an upset.

COFFEE COUNTY ORDINANCE 
NO, 1 


Pursuant to the provisions of Sec- 
tions 11-14-10 through 11-14-16, 
Code of Alahama 1975, as amended, 
the ordinance levies a privilege, li- 
cense, or excise tax against persons, 
firms, or corporations storing, using, 
otherwise consuming or engaged In 
the business of selling at retail tangl- 
bie personal property or conducting 
places of amusement in Coffee 
County, Alabama; provides for the 
collection of the sald taxes; and pro- 
vides penalties for the violation of 
this ordinance. 


Pursuant to the provisions of Sec- 
tions 11-14-10 through 11-14-16, Code 
of Alabama 1975, as amended, be it or- 
dained by the Coffee County Commis- 
sion in the State of Alabama, as fol- 
dows: 

Section 1. There is hereby levied, in 
addition to all other taxes of every kind 
now imposed by law, and shall be col- 
lected as herein provided, a privilege or 
license tax against the person on ac- 
count of the business activities and in 
the amount to be determined by the ap- 
plication of rates against gross sales, or 

ss receipts, as the case may be, as 

‘ollows: 

(a) Upon every person, firm or 
corporation, (including the State of Ala- 
bama, the University of Alabama, Au- 
bum University and all other institu- 
tions of higher learning in the state, 
whether such institutions be denomina- 
tional, state, county or municipal insti- 
tutions, and any association or other 
agency or instrumentality of such insti- 
tutions) engaged, or continuing within 
Coffee County in the business of sell- 
ing at retail any tangible personal prop- 
erty whatsoever, including merchandise 
and commodities of every kind and 
character, (not including, however, 
bonds or other evidences of debts or 
stocks, nor sale or sales of material and 
supplies to any person for use in fulfill- 
ing a contract for the painting, repair or 
reconditioning of vessels, barges, ships 
and other watercraft of over fifty tons 
burden), an amount equal to one-half 
percent (1/2%) of the gross proceeds of 
sales of the business except where a 
different amount is expressly provided 
herein, Provided, however, that any 
person engaging or continuing in busi- 
ness as a retailer and wholesaler or job- 
ber shall pay the tax required on the 
gross proceeds of retail sales of such 
business at the rates specified, when his 
books are kept so as to show separately 
the gross proceeds of sales of each 
business, and when his books are not so 
kept he shall pay the tax as retailer on 
the gross sales of the business. 

(b) Upon every person, firm or 
corporation engaged, or continuing 
within Coffee County, in the business 
of conducting, or operating, places of 
amusement or entertainment, billiard 
and pool rooms, bowling alleys, amuse- 


ment devices, musical devices, theaters, 
opera houses, moving picture shows, 
vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic 
contests, including wrestling matches, 
prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhi- 
bitions, football and baseball games, 
(including athletic contests, conducted 
by or under the auspices of any educa- 
tional institution within Coffee County, 
or -any athletic association thereof, or 
other association whether such institu- 
tion or association be a denominational, 
a State, or county, or a municipal insti- 
tution or association or a stale, county, 
or city school, or other institution, asso- 
ciation or school), skating rinks, race 
tracks, golf courses, or any other place 
at which any exhibition, display, 
amusement or entertainment is offered 
to the public or place or places where 
an admission fee is charged, including 
public bathing places, public dance 
halls of every kind and description 
within Coffee County, an amount equal 
to one-half percent (1/2%) of the gross 
receipts of any such business. 

(c) Upon every person, firm or 
corporation engaged or continuing 
within Coffee County in the business of 
selling at retail machines used in min- 
ing, quarrying, compounding, process- 
ing and manufacturing of tangible per- 
sonal property, an amount equal to one- 
fourth percent (1/4%) of the gross pro- 
ceeds of the sale of such machines; pro- 
vided, that the term “machines,” as 
herein used, shall include machinery 
which is used for mining, quarrying, 
compounding, processing or manufac- 
turing tangible personal property, and 
the parts of such machines, attachments 
and replacements therefore which are 
made or manufactured for use on or in 
the operation of such machines and 
which are necessary to the operation of 
such machines and are customarily so 
used. 

(d) Upon every person, firm or 
corporation engaged or continuing 
within Coffee County in the business of 
selling at retail any automotive vehicle 
or truck trailer, semi-trailer or house 
trailer, an amount equal to one-fourth 
percent (1/4%) of the gross proceeds of 
sale of said automotive vehicle or truck 
trailer, semi-trailer or house trailer, pro- 
vided, however, where a person subject 
to the tax provided for in this subsec- 
tion withdraws from his stock in trade 
any automotive vehicle or truck trailer, 
semi-trailer or house trailer for use by 
him or by his employee or agent in the 
operation of such business, there shall 
be paid, in lieu of the tax levied herein, 
a fee of $1.00 per year or part thereof 
during which such automotive vehicle, 
truck trailer, semi-trailer or house trail- 
er shall remain the property of such 
person. Each such year or part thereof 
shall begin with the day or anniversary 
date, as the case may be, of such with- 
drawal and shall run for the twelve suc- 
ceeding months or part thereof during 
which such automotive vehicle, truck 
trailer, or house trailer shall remain the 
property of such person.

English, who was present at the 
Monday meeting, quickly agreed to 
match the money and complete his 
rénovations within one year, 

The council finally approved a 
mouon to enter into an agreement 
with English, He will lease the ta 


The council approved paying 
bills totaling $10,613.95. The larg 
est on this list was repairs to the 
track driven front-end loader, The 
cost of these repairs were 
$3370.52. Moore explained to 
council members that this picce of 
equipment was going to play a_ big 
part on the drainage project and the 
increased use may require more re 
pairs, 

Moore warned council members 
that for the duration of the project 
monthly bills will be higher than 
usual.
